I have the lionour to submit the first volume of Agricultural Statistics 
for 3914-15. This annual volume is the thirty-first of the series started in 
1886, Tvith statistics for 1884-85, hut it should, perhaps be regarded as the 
third of a new series. Summary tables have been inserted to show the total 
figures relating to area, the classification of area, the area under crops, live- 
stock, land revenue assessment, and transfers of land for British India and each 
province, with a table on world crops. Explanatory notes have been inserted as 
footnotes to the tables. A series of charts and an index for easy reference 
have been added to the volume. 

The statistics are compiled from annual returns furnished by Local 
Governments and Administrations. Detailed information as to the sources 
from which the figures are collected in the different provinces is given in 
footnotes to the respective tables for each province. The statistics consist of 
six separalo tables, namely, I — Area ; H — Classification of area ; III — Area 
under crops ; IV — ^Live-stock, ploughs, and carts ; V — Land Revenue Assess- 
ment; and VI — Transfers of property in land. The totals of the figures 
given in these tables are shown in a series of summary tables. In addition 
to these there ore four appendices ; — A, B, 0, and D. Appendix A deals with 
the average yield per acre of principal crops ; Appendix B shows the 
changes made in district and provincial boundaries; Appendix 0 gives 
the meaning of vernacular words used in the volume; and Appendix D 
contains an alphabetical list of crops cultivated in India and their classific- 
ation in Table III. This volume, it may be noted, deals with the agricultural 
statistics of British Provinces, while Volume II deals witli those of Native 
Stales * as far as they are reported.

fli sroR. 7-19, 116, 000 acres, or 1,170,000 square miles — incliulrs 120,72-l-,000 acres, 

with a population of some 20 millions, lulonging to Feudatory and Tributary 
States, which are under the control of Local Governments and Administrations. 
These include in Burma tlio UrOngmit State, the. Uknmtc Long Slate, and 
the Upper Ohindwin States ; in iVssam, ^rani])ur and the ICIiasi and Jaintia 
nni States } in Bengal, Gooch Bihar and Hill 7'ippora } in Bihar and Orissa, 
the Tributaiy States of Orissa and Chofa Nagpur ; in the United Provinces, 
llanipur, Tchri, and Benares ; in the Punjab, tlic PInilUian Slates, the States of 
the Bahawalpur Agency, the iTalandhnr Division Sfnte.s, and the Simla Ilill 
States j in the Nortli-West I’ronticr Province, the Pliulcra and Upper Tanawal 
States ; in Sind, the IChairpur Stale ; in Bombay, the Gtijarat States (excluding 
Baroda), the Konkau Slates, the Dcccnii States, the ^atain .Tagirs, and the 
Southern llahratta .Stales ; in the Central Provinces, the Chhat{i^!;arl» States ;

Tims, by deducting 129,72'i.OOO acrc'> belonging to Feudatory and Tribu- 
taiy States fiom tlie total area of 7-19,110,000 acres included in British Provin- 
ces, a balance of 019,392,000 .acres is left (as .shown in Table I), which repre- 
sents the area of British territory according to professional survey. The 
professional survey is that carried out by the Survey of India in Northern 
India, and by the corresponding doparlinciits in the Southern Presidencies. 
The Agricultural Statistics arc, lioAvever, prepared in a number of provinces 
or parts of provinces from “ village papers ”, f.e., papers jtrepared by the Aulla-rc 
accountants for the purposes of assessment .and collection of land revenue. The 
area given in the village papers of the United Provinces, the Central Provinces 
and Berar, Madras, the Punjab, and the North-West Frontier Province differs 
to some extent from the area ascertained by professional survey. The causes of 
this difference are ; (o) while the survey area of a district or province is 
calculated in block, the area by village papers represents the added total of 
field and village areas ; and (i) the system followed as regards the inclusion or 
exclusion of areas covered by water, buildings, roads, and rail roads, is not 
uniform iu the two sets of returns. Substituting tlic area by village papers for 
the area by survey in respect of provinces and tracts where the two sots of 
returns differ, the actual area of British territory for which statistics are 
gh'cn in this volume is 016,960,000 acres, or SO t.OOO square miles, as 
against 019,392,000 acres or 908,000 square miles according to the professional 
survey.

land absolutely barren or un- 
culturable or covered by build- 
ings, water, and roads, or otherwise appropriated to uses other than agriculture, 

-amounts to 14.5, 000 acres or 24 per cent. The balance, 388,588,000 acres 
-or 63 per cent, represents the area available for cultivation. Of this, 

116.080.000 acres,' or 19 per cent of the total area, represent culturable waste 
'Other than fallow, i.e,, land available for cultivation but not taken up, and 

46.897.000 acres, or 7 per cent, were kept fallow in the year of report. The 
-net area actually cropped in the year was therefore 227,611,000 acres, or 

87 per cent of the total area, 
as against 219,192,000 acres in 
the preceding year. The pro- 
portion of cropped to total area 
and the number of population 
per 100 acres of cropped area 
in each province are stated in 
the margin. The proportion 
of cropped to total area in 
the year of report was highest 
in Delhi and lowest in Burma. 

This net cropped area of 

227.611.000 acres, however, 
excludes areas cropped more 

'than onco in the year. If areas cropped more than occe are taken as separate 
•areas for each crop, the gross area cropped in the year of report amounts to 

260.641.000 acres, as against 246,989,000 acres in the preceding year. 

The term " forests ” in the returns of Agricultural Statistics means Pwests. 

** any land classed or administered as forest under any legal enactment dealing 
with forests.” Any cultivated areas existing within such forests may, hou ever, 
be excluded, and entered in the column "net area cropped The forest areas 
returned in the Agricultural Statistics do not agree in most cases with those 
stated in the reports on the administration of the Bovest Department for 
various reasons,^' the chief amongst which arc the following : — (1) the forest 
administration reports and the returns of agricultural statistics relate in many 
cases to different jjeriods ; (2) the administration reports relate exclusively to 
'forests worked by the Forest Department, while the tables of agricultural 
■statistics exhibit, in addition, forest areas administered by district ofiBcers ; 
and ^3) certain village lands worked by the Forest Department and returned as 
■forest lands by that Dopartraont are not treated as forests in the returns of 
agricultural statistics but are included under the proper heads of cultivated or 
uncultivated lands as the case may be. Of the total forest area returned in 
the agricultural statistics (82,935,000 acres in 1914-16), 24 per cent lies in 
Burma, 20 per cent in the Central Provinces and Berar, 16 per cent in the 
Madras Presidency, 11 per cent in the United Provinces, 10 per cent in the 
Bombay Presidency, and the remaining 19 per cent in other provinces. 

As can naturally be expected, most of the barren and unculturablc lands lie a™ not avaiiab 
in the hilly tracts of Burma and of southern India and in the dry and deserty ' 

regions of north-western India. Of the total area " not available for cultiva- 
tion” (146,427,000 acres in 1914-16), about 31 per cent lies in Burma, 18 per 
cent in the Madras Presidency, and 9 per cent each in Sind and the Punjab. 

The head “ culturable waste other than fallow ” shows lands available for CuUmobio waste 
-cultivation but not taken up. It includes areas such as groves not classed in 
the cropped area, and areas under bamboos and thaloliing grass when not 
forming parts of forest areas.* Of the total culturable waste lands

Punjab, 13 per cent in Assam, 12 per cent in the Central Provinces and Berar, 
9 per cent in the Madras Presidency, and the remaining 29 per cent in the 
other provinces. 

The TnaTiTTinm period for which land left uncultivated is reckoned as 
fallow varies in the difPerent’provinoes, from two years in the Punjab and the 
North-West Prontier Province to ten years in the Bombay Presidency, 
according to local laws and customs. After this period the land, if still left 
uncultivated, is treated as abandoned and included under the head ** culturable 
waste”. Owing to this diversity of practice, the classification as between 
“culturable waste” and “ current fallows ’* is of doubtful statistical accuracy j 
a plot of land, for instance, left uncultivated for, say, six years, would be 
treated as fallow in the Bombay Presidency but as culturable waste in tbe 
Punjab. The total area returned as “current fallow” in 1914-15 was 
46,897,000 acres, as against 62,620,000 acres in the preceding year, ora

The total area irrigated in 1914-16 was 47,194,000 acres, 

46,836,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this area, 18,887,000 acres were 
irrigated from Government canals, 2,497,000 acres from private canals, 6,944,000- 
acres from tanks, 12,666,000 acres from wells, and 6,310,000 acres^ from^ other 
sources of irrigation. In India irrigation on an extensive scale is ordinarily 
resorted to in tracts where the rainfall is most precarious. ^ lu Lower Burma, 
Assam, Eastern Bengal, and the Malabar Coast (including tbe £!onkan)r 

where the rainfall is ordinarily heavy, 
the crops hardly need the help of 
irrigation, unless there is an unusual 
scarcity of rain.

The figures in the preceding paragraph do not take into account areas- 
cropped more than once during the year with the help of irrigation, but indicate 
the extent of land actually irrigated. Counting areas cropped more wian once 
as separate areas for each crop, the gross area of irrigated crops was 5 (a 608,000 
acres in 1914-16, as against 50,562,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this area, 
42 711,000 acres, or 84 per cent, were under food crops, and 7,897,000 acres, or 
16 per cent, under non-food crops. Of the ii-rigated food-crop area, 10,119,000 
acres were cropped with wheat, 28,863,000 acres nitli other cereals and jpulse^ 
and 3,729,000 acres with other food crops. These statistics of irngated 
crops are in some cases defective as explained in the notes at the foot of 
Table II (pages 46-49), 

Tbe areas cultivated with the different crops represent the areas actually 
sown, whether the crop comes to maturity or not, except in cases where fields, 
owing to the failure of the first sowings, have been devoted to other crops; in 

such oases tbe area first sown is omitted. In cases where two or more crops- 
are grown together on the same field, an estimate is made of the area covered 
by each, and tbe areas so estimated are separately returned under the respective 
crop headings. - The estimate is made by the village accountant, or is subse- 
quentlv determined on formulae prescribed b^ the provincial authorities. In 
certain tracts, where the village staff does not exist, estimates are made on the 
best available information. An exception to the above rule is, houuver, made 
in the United Provinces, where the area sown with unimportant mixed crops, 
for which no separate heading is provided in the provincial crop 8tdtenient.s, 
is assisned to the principal crops by the village accountant. In •‘the same

The gross area cultivated with crops was, as stated above, 260 million acres 
in 1914-16 as against 247 million acres in the preceding year, or an increase of 
13 million acres or 6 per cent. The different classes of crops and the area

The other non-food crops * — dyes, drugs and narcotics (tobacco, 
tea, coffee, opium, etc.), fodder crops, and miscellaneous non-food crops 
together — occupied some 10,167,000 acres or about 4 per cent of tbe total.

as against 1,288,000 acres in tbe preceding year, or an increase of 35,000 acres 
or *3 per cent. As is to be expected, spices are gronn mostly in the soulbera 
parts of India : nearly half (46 per cent) of the total area under condiments and 
spices in lOldi-lo was in the Madras Presidency. 

The total area under sugar in 1914-16 was 2,459,000 acres as against 2,708,000- 
acres in the preceding year, or a decrease of 240,000 acres or 9 per cent. Of 
this area, about 2,303,000 acres were occupied by sugarcane, as against 2,542,000 
acres occupied by that crop in the preceding year, or a decrease of 9 per cent, 
which was due partly to deficient moisture in the soil at sowing time and partly 
to scarcity of seed-cane owing to the drought of 1913. More than half (62 per 
cent) of the sugarcane area was in the United Provinces, 16 per cent in the 
Punjab, 12 per cent in Bibar and Orissa, 10 per cent in Bengal, and 3 per cent 
in the Madras Presidency. Tlie other sugar-yielding plants, namely, date palm* 
and palmyra pabn, occupied a total area of 166,000 acres as against 166,000 
acres in the preceding year. 'About 47 per cent of this area was in tlio Madras 
Presidency and 37 per cent in Bengal. 

Pibre crops occupied 19,607,000 acres in 1 914-15 as against 1 9,895,000 
acres in tbe preceding year, or a decrease of 388,000 acres or 2 per cent. The

The total area under dyes was 601,000 acres in 1914-15. Of this, the area 
occupied by indigo ivas 146,030 acres as against 169,000 acres in the preceding 
year, or a decrease of 23,000 acres or 14 per cent. Of the total indigo area,. 
49 per cent was in tbe Madras Presidency, 26 per coni in Bihnr and Orissa, 
14 per cent in tbe Punjab, and 8 per cent in the United Provinces. Other dves- 
occupied an aggregate area of 455,000 acres.

The total area tinder fodder ' 
crops iul914i-16 was 6,363,000 acres as against 6,910,000 acres in the preceding 
year. ^ 

The total area occupied by fruits and vegetable crops in 1914-15 was 
6,931,000 acres as against 6,721,000 acres in the pr6ceding year. [Por the 
•names of the fruits and vegetable crops cultivated in India, see Appendix D.] 

The total area occupied by miscellaneous crops, that is,^ crops not classified MiaceiiBneous crops, 
funder any of the heads specified above, was 2,103,000 acres. Of this, about 
•946,000 acres were occupied by miscellaneous food ctops- and about 1,167,000 
acres by miscellaneous non-food crops. [For the names of the crops included 
milder these heads, see footnotes on page 119 and Appendix D.] 

The total extent of land on which moire than one crop was raised during 
I the year was 33,030,000 acres as against 27,79^,000 acres in the preceding year. 

The statistics recorded in Table IV are based mainly on cattle censuses. TaWe iv. 

In Burma, Manpur Pargana, and the Central Provinces and Berar the census ’ 

-is taken annually, while in the United Provinces, Assam, Ajmer-Merwara, the 
Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province, the Bombay Presidency, the 
Madras Presidency, and Coorg it is taken once in five years. The last quin- 
.quennial census was taken in 1909-10 in the Bombay Presidency, in 1913-14 in 
.the Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province, Delhi, and Ajmer-Merwara, 

:and in 1914-16 in the United Provinces, the Madras Presidency, Assam, and 
-Coorg. In Bengal a cattle census was taken for the first time in 1912-13, 
which gave the numbers of bulls and bullocks, cows, buffaloes, and young stock. . 

[Young stock represents oxen and buffaloes not old enough for work or to pro- 
duce young.] In Bihar and Orissa a census was taken in 1913-14. The figures 
for Bihar and Orissa prior to 1913-14, as also those for Bengal for years prior to 
1912-13, are based on estimates. Live-stock in cities and cantonments are in- , 

-eluded wherever it is possible to secure their enumeration. In making up the 
totals for British India for each year, the figures last collected in the provinces, 
where the census is not taken annually, are repeated year after year until the 
next census is taken*. It would, therefore, servo no useful purpose to compare 
the total figures of one year with those of another, as the totals thus constituted 
- do not really represent the number of stock in the year against which the 
figures are shown iu the table. The animals may be divided into three classes, 
namely, (1) Bovine, comprising bulls and bullocks, cows, buffaloes, and young- 
stock {i.e.t calves and buffalo calves), (2) Ovine, comprising sheep and goats, 
and (3) others, comprising horses and ponies, mules, donkeys, and camels. 

The total number of live-stock 
of each of these three classes in 
each province, together with 
the numbers of ploughs and 
carts, is stated in the 'margin 
(in thousands). Of the total 
number of live-stock of the 
bovine, class (1^7 millions), 

■which is cattle proper, the 
United Provinces account for 
22 per cent, Bengal 17 per 
cent, the Madras Presidency 
16 per cent, Bihar and Orissa 
14 per cent, the Punjab 11 per 
cent, ’ the Central Provinces 

— and Berar 8 per cent, the 

Bombay Presidency including Sind 7 percent, and other provinces the remain- 
ing G per cent.

India, as a whole, is 65 per 100 acres of crop- 
ped area and 61 per 100 of the populati on. 

The varieties of land tenure in the different provinces are included in Table 
V and are given, as far as possible, under one or other of the following three 
heads, namely, (1) raiyatwari, (2) zamindari and village communities 
(temporarily settled), and (3) zamindari permanently settled. ‘When the 
revenue is assessed by the State, permanently or temporarily, on an individual or 
community owning an estate, and occupying a position identical with or analo- 
gous to that of a landlord, the tenure is known as zamindari or village commu- 
nity ; when the revenue is assessed on individuals who are the actual occupants, 
or are accepted as representing the occupants, of smaller holdings, tho tenure is 
known as raiyaticari. Under cither system there may be rent-paying subten- 
ants. Zamindari tonnro may be either permanently settled, i.e., where the land' 
revenue has been fixed in perpetuity, or temporarily settled, i.e., where- 
the land revenue is fixed for a period of years only. Village communi- 
ties and raiyatwari leniu’cs are as a rule tem*porarily ’settled, and the land 
revenue assessed on them are changeable from time to time. 

The following table shows tho position in the surveyed areas of the various 
province.*!, as regards tho forms of land tenure according to the latest statistics 
available. The figm’cs roughly indicate the extent to which the different 
systems prevail ; —

The total number of transfers during 1914-15, as recorded in Table VI, was Tabu vi. 
917,000, of which 893,000 were by private contract or gift, and 21,400 by order 
of the court. The total area of the transfers by private contract or gift was 
4i, 414,900 acres, and by order of the court 450,300 acres. These statistics are 
incomplete. They do not include transfers in Bengal (for which figures are 
not available), nor in Madras (for which the table has been discontinued 
from 1913-14) ; in Bihar and Orissa no information is available regarding 
transfers under orders of civil courts. As explained in tbe footnotes to Table 
VI, the figures for other provinces also arc not always complete. It may he 
noted that voluntary transfers arc those made by actual contract or gift, 
transfers by succession or inheritance not being taken into account : compul- 
sory transfers arc tlioso effected through a court, civil or revenue. Transfers 
of land under the Land Acquisition Act and temporary transfers, such as leases, 

•simple mortgages, and redemptions of mortgages, are excluded from the table. 

Mortgages with posscs.'sion arc treated as transfoi’s and included in Table VI. 

The Agricultural Department in each province maintains a statement of Awrage yield of 
the average yield per acre of laud of average quality, irrigated and unirrigated, crops 
for crops in each district. In order to lest the accuracy of the standards of 
normal or average yield, and if necessary, to revise these, a system of crop- 
cutting experiments exists in all the provinces.' Under this system plots of land 
of average quality arc selected, and the crops grown on them are cut and 
weighed in the presence of responsible officers of the district staff or of the 
provincial agricultural dopaHment. The results of the experiments are 
reported to tlie Jiead of tlio provincial agricultural department, who revises the 
standards in the light of these returns. This revision is ordinarily made once 
in five years, alBiougb orop-culting experiments arc usually carried out for the 
principal crops each year. Tiie table (appendix A) shoM's the figures as last 
revised with reference to the crop-cutting experiments made up to 1911-12. 

As time goes on the figures become more accurate, and it may he noted that the 
general trend of the changes made is in an upward direction. In Bengal the 
yield of sugarcane has been raised from 2,460 lbs to 2,906 lbs, and that of jute 
from 1,200 lbs to 1,271 lbs. Maize and rice in the United Provinces have been 
raised from 1,060 Ihs and 850 lbs to 1,100 lbs and 900 lbs, respectively. In 
the Punjab rapeseed has been raised from 264 lbs to 396 lbs and cotton from 

74 lbs to ] 18 lbs. In Sind cotton has been raised from 308 lbs to 380 lbs, due

lbs and 65 lbs against 66 lbs and 41 lbs formerly, while irrigated jawar lias 
been raised foom 1,118 lbs to 1,379 lbs. In some instances the standards have 
decreased. In Bengal the average yield of winter rice has been put at 983 
lbs ; in the Punjab the yield of bajra at 379 lbs and of gram at 649 lbs ; while 
the yield of maize in the North-West Prontier Province is now estimated at 
1,292 lbs. 

Appendix 
B, which shows changes that have been made from time to time in district 
or provincial boundaries, will explain the variations in total areas of districts 
and provinces in Table I, so far as they arc duo to territorial changes. Appen- 
vernncniar iorms imd dix G explaius vemacular tcrms used in this volume, and Appendix I) the 
eiassificntion of crops, classification in Table III of the various crojis cultivated in India.

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APPENDIX A 

Average yields i/m pounds per acre, of the principal cultivated crops, 
revised with reference to the results of experiments made up 
to the year Idll-lft. 

A proviEionnl retain o£ the yield o{ the principal crops cultivated in fndia was first compiled 
in 189^j from various statistical publications, sncli as, agricultural and settlement reports, 
crop forecasts, gazetteers, replies to ino enquiries of the Famine Commission, etc., and iio 
provide for the periodical revision of the estimates a system of experimental crop cuttings 
was prescribed by the Government of India, the results of which were to be reported in 
quinquennial retmns. 

The instructions for the preparation of these returns are that the estimate given should be 
that of the average outturn on average soil in a year of average character as deduced from a 
consideration of the information obtain^ or experiments mode during the years under review ; 
so that when multiplied by the average area cropped, it may give os near an approximation as 
possible to the outturn of the crop in an average year. The Agrioultnral Department of each 
Province has at its disposal a provisional estimate of the average yield of land of average qu.a- 
lity (under the two major beads of irrigated and unirrigated land) for the several crops in each 
district. The object of the experiments annually made is to test the accuracy of these esti- 
mates, and to enable the head of the Agricultural Department in each province to revise his 
provincial ostimates when necessary. Should it happen that the period has been one of 
unfavourable conditions which have affected the experiments reported, this would not 
necessarily involve tho redaction of the standard estimates for the district or for the province, 
unless there were other reasons for thinldng that, ns estimates of yield in average years, they 
had been pitched too high. 

As a result of the experiments made daring tho preceding quinquennium (1001-0^ to 

1906- 07}, considerable modification of the standard averages for several of tho crops was made 
in all the provinces except Bombay and Bengal. Some three or four provinces have made a few 
revisions of this character on tho results of tho experiments condneted in the quinqnenntum 

1907- 08 to 1911-12 ; but, on the whole, the distrust in the results of the experiments as con- 
ducted by the district staff, to whicli expression was given by Bombay and Bengal on the 
last occasion, is growing. In the Bombay Presidency a system of more scientifically con- 
ducted experiments by officers of tho Agricultural Department has been substituted for tho 
system of experiments conducted by the district staff. In tho Punjab and Sind the estimates 
framed by settlement officers at tho time of revenue settlement have been preferred where these 
are nvailnble, while in certain other provinces the figures of tho settlement oificers have been 
freely referred to in checking the averages. In Bengal and Bihar and Orissa, although no 
change has been made in tho system, tlto results of experiments made during tho last twenty 
years have not been considered sufficiently reliable to justify any material change in tho 
provisional estimates framed in 1892, In Burma the system has been condemned ,’ but tbo 
provincial authorities do not consider any change fq;isibIo for tbo present. [Instructions have 
since been issued by the Government of India for improving those returns and employing tbo 
agency of the Agricultural Departmont for tbo investigation of average crop outturns as far 
as possible, in all provinces.] 

The leading features in tbo different provinces are stated in^thc following paragraphs ; — 

Bengal . — Owing to the administrative changes of 1912, by which Bihar and Orissa have 
been formed into a separate province, certain crops, wbicli are important in that area but 
hardly grown at all in Bengal as now constituted, have been omitfod from tho present 
report. Tbo results of tbo experiments made in tbo quinquennium under review do not war- 
ranl any general conclusions as to the average yields of the various crops, nor do they, except 
in the case of rico, sugarcane, and jute, afford grounds for modifying the provisional estimates 
liithorto adopted by the Agricultural Department (which are practically a reproduction of 
the estimates of 1892). Tho average yield of winter ricp has boon reduced from 1,234 lbs to 
983 lbs ; on the other hand, tbo yield of sugarcane has been r.aised from 2,460 lbs to 2,906 lbs 
.and that of jute from 1,200 lbs (8 bales) to 1,271 lbs (S’l bales). In tho consolidated tables 
for British India, tbo provisional estimates, tboreforc, continue to appear with these modifica- 
tions in the statement of provincial averages, but in the detailed table the average outturn 
based upon tho experiments of tho quinquennial period under review is shown for each 
district. 

Madras . — ^Tho experiments accepted as unobjectionable during tbo quinquennium were 
8,386 in number as against 3,348 in tbo previous quinqnonnium. Tbo average assessment of 
the plots of land selected for oxporimont is in excess of tlio avorage assessment of tho province ; 
in many cases, therefore, tho land selected is apparently superior to average class of land. 
The yield of tho majority of crops has boon raised, cspeoially in the case of cotton and 
irrigated jnwar : tho yield of irrigated cotton has been raised from 66 lbs to 87 lbs and of 
unirrigated cotton from 44 lbs to 65 lbs, and of irrigated jawar from 1,118 lbs to 1,870 lbs. 
The only decreases relate to sesamum and unirrigated rice. Tho reported yield of paddy 
(uubusked rice) has been reduced by 88 per cent to obtain tho yield of rico (busked). 
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Bovtlay. — TLo estimates of 1897 were prepared -witli great care and the results of the 
expcrimoiits made in the two quinquennia ending 1901*03 and 1900-07 were not consider^ 
suilicicntly leliahlo to justify any rewsion. With'the sanction of the Government of India 
the system of crop cutting experiments conducted by the district staff was abolished in the 
quinquennium under review, and a system of more scientifically conducted experiments on 
Government fat ms by the officers of the Agricultural Department was substituted. , But the 
rc'^nlts as yet obtained from the experiments on Government farms are too meagre to justify 
a general revision of the estimates. A few changes considered to be necessary by the ‘ Pro- 
vincial Director have, however, been made with great caution in the figures for certain 
districts. 

SinS. — ^In many cases figures taken from the previous report have been repeated, while in 
several instances figures have been taken from the settlement reports. Of the experiments 
selected as giving results typical of an average crop during the present quinquennium three 
wore on wheat, one on jawar, two on bajia, one on gram, and one on cotton. As a result, the 
provincial average has been raised in the case of wheat, jawar, bajra, gram, lapeseed and 
cotton, while it has been reduced in the case of sesamnm ; the most important changes being 
the increase of the average yield of cotton from 308 lbs to 380 lbs, and that of bajra from 
77G lbs to 971 lbs. 

Vnited Provinces. — The experiments made daring the quinquennium under review have 
not necessitated any change in the provincial averages except for rice and maize. The yield of 
rice has been raised from 850 lbs to 900 lbs and that of maize from 1,050 lbs to 1,100 lbs. 

Bihar and Orissa, — The present return relates to the province of Bihar and Orissa as 
constituted in 1912. Owing to carelessness in the selection of representative fields and to 
various other defects in the conduct of the experiments made in the quinquennium under review, 
the results arrived at do not afford any reliable information or justify any modification of the 
provisional estimates previously adopted by the Agricultural Department of the old province 
of Bengal on the basis of the estimates of 1 892. In the consolidated tables for British 
India, these nnrevised provisional estimates have therefore been retained in the statement 
of provincial averages, but in the detailed statement of district figures the average out- 
turn based upon the experiments conducted during the quinquennium under review has been 
shown for each district, irrigated and nniirigated crops being classified separately. 

Punjab. — ^The revisions of 1903 and 1907 were made on the basis of very unscientifically 
selected and inadequately supervised experiments carried out by the district staff without 
reference to the very careful estimates framed by tbe settlement officers at the time of revenue 
settlement. The present revision has been made in consultation with settlement officers in the 
case of districts of which the settlement is in the early stages, while in other cases the average 
yield has been worked out mainly from the areas and yields given in the assessment reports, 
and where the results differed materially from the yields fixed in 1907 without any change 
in agricultural conditions having taken place, the settlement officers’ estimates have been 
preferred. There is no doubt that the yields now fixed, based as they are on the over-cautious 
estimates of settlement officers, are too low, but they axe at any rate placed on a uniform 
basis. The result of the revision is a reduction of the yields of all the crops except rapeseed 
and sugarcane the averages for which have been raised. The most important 
changes are the reduction of the yield of bajra from 463 lbs to 379 lbs and of that of gram 
from 701 lbs to 549 lbs, and the increase of the yield of rapeseed from 351 lbs to 396 lbs. 

Burma. — The number of experiments made in the quinquennium ending 1911-12 was on 
the whole larger than in the previous quinquennium, and, as in the past, the majority of 
the experiments were conducted by suh-divisional and township officers. The Provincial 
Director of Agriculture remarks that this arrangement is far from satisfactory, that the 
improvemeut of the system was considered, but that no change appears to he feasible for the 
present. In older to show the main product only, the following deductions have been made 
from the gross outturn of the crops, namely, for rice and jawar 83 per cent, and for cotton 
70 per cent. The estimates of average outtum of rice, wheat, jawar, and gram have been 
lowered while those of cotton and eesamum have been raised. The figures for the beau crop 
now discriminate between Pegyi {Bolichds labial) and Pegya {Phaseolus hinaius) which aie 
the most important varieties exported. 

Central Provinces and Berar. — ^Experiments have been selected with greater care in the 
present qainqUennium than in the past, and due attention has been given to seasonal peculiarities 
and to classes of soil. The aveiage yield has been raised in the case of rice, jawar, gram, 
linseed, and sugarcane, and lowered in the case of sesamum and cotton. In older to show the 
yield of the main product a deduction of 38 per cent has been made in the case of rice and of 
70 per cent in the case of cotton. ' 

Assam. — In the previous quinquennium figures for Assam were not shown separately, but 
they were combined with those for the district of Eastern Bengal to give the average for the 
province of Eastern Bengal and Assam. The present leturn has been prepared for the province 
of Assam since its re-coustitntion on 1st April 1913. Detailed figures for each district aie not 
available except lor winter rice, rape and mustard, sugarcane, and cotton \ these show a geneial 
incre.'isc over the previous estimates. In the case of cotton a deduction varying between 50 
and GO per cent has bech made to ohiaiu the yield of cleaned cotton. In almost all districts 
the number i>t experiments conducted daring the ))eiiod under review fell short of that made 
in any of the jircvious periods. The results, however, are stated to have been generally 
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' reliable and to liavo tallied for the most part trith tlie Cfitinatcs rondo by ecttloment oUlocrs in 
some of (dio dietricts ^rbcrc impqttant settlement operatious fvcio in progress. 

J^oHh-irestTTontiefl?rovinte.-^'b\i\\a^wb Tears' wndnr reriew crporinimits avwo matin 
by tboidistrict stall in only t\ro districts, and ilto, figures for those 'districts- Lave Itccn chcckod ’ 
and modified Tsbero'neccssnry on Ibo Imsis of those esperiroents.' Pur iho other districts Ihe- 
aTcnigcs previously adopted on the basis of estiiuaios framed by settlement oiliccrs have been 
repeated. - IThe ProvinOial averages have been raised slightly for all the erops except maize lor 
which' the fignre has been reduced frera' 1,812 lbs to 1,202 lbs. • 

Afmer-2Ie.mara, — The figures reported appear to bo merely averages of the results of tho 
experiments condneted dnring tho five years of ihe period without any consideration as lo 

■ whether any of those years -was of an average character or not. Tho yield of barloy, maize, and 
cotton '.bos been rtiised and that of jawar lowered, the most important change being tlio 
reduction of tho yield of jawar from 424. Ihs to 137 lbs. A roduotioil of 70 per cent has been 

1 made, as before, to olttain tho yield of cleaned cotton. 

Goorg. — The only exporimente made have os usual been on rice. The average yield has 
hccn'lowered from 1,807 lbs to 1,488 lbs, which is still very high in oomparison 'with the reported 
yield of other provinces, hut is ascribed partly to increased attention being paid to rice cultiva- 
tion slnco tho 'decline of tho oolfee industry and partly to the rice lands of Coorg being 
watered by hill streams which contain much manurial matter. [From experiments since made 
tho average’ outturn comes to Ij-llC lbs.] 

, Ilgiore. — Tho r.'iinfall in tho qoinqncnninm under review is stetod to liavc been generally 

erratic. The average yield of rice has been tedtieed from 670 lbs to 841 llis, of scsatnnm from 
‘ 315 lbs to 109 lbs, of sugarcane from 3,279 lbs to 3,188 lbs and of cotton from 89 lbs to 70 lbs, 
while that of ragi has been raised from 502 lbs to 581 lbs and of horse gram from 220 lbs to
